Ideal weather | 
fayored the picnic, te attend which 
furmeftas from miles around had driven 
into Edison, In most cases the 
farmers were accompanied by thelr | 
wives and families, tor a fine program 
of sports and games had been arrang- 
ed tor the day, The picnic was 
condueted under the auspices of the 
Edison Methodiat Church and was! 
suveessful in every respect Dinner | 
was served at the picnic ground at 
one o'clock, and the open-air meeting 
wes held immediately afterwards. 
My, Greenfield presided and a speech 
of welcome to the visitors was de- 
livered ‘by Rev. Mr. Bole. 

At was decided that the Minister 
of the Interior, representing the 
affirmative of the reciprocity question, 
should speak first. Both speakers 
were allowed 45 minutes, with addi- 
tional time for the affrmative for 
reply. 

Reciprocity Carried the Day. 

With the audience ae judges, Mr. 
Oliver and reciprocity completely car- 


ried the day. The argument ad- 
vanced by the Minister of the In- 
terior in favor of reciprocity, which 


meant redtited taxation and increased 
trade to the people of Canada, was 
sa logical and convincing and its 
chief points so thoroughly proven 
that no effective reply could be made 
by the anti-reciprocity candidate. 

Mr. Oliver advanced the arguments 
which he has presented, in the main, 
at earlier meetings in his campaign. 
He iaid stress on this polnt: ne 
Liberal party, because favoring reci- 
peocity, was acenaed by the Conser- 
vative party of disloyalty. The Con- 
servative party's cry was that if the 
Canadian farmer sold his produce to 
the United States it meant the dis- 
ruption of the Empire. To protect 
the Empire, then, it followed that 

farmer must be satisfied with pre- 

t conditions, and with lower prices 
than «he would »btain through reci- 
procity But woo could say why the 
farmer, for the sake of the Empire, 
rather than the “special interesta,” 
should sacrifice better prices?

FEELING VERY BAD. 

Some Opposition sympathizers more 
rich in nerve than in judgment tried to dis- 
turb the Liberal meetings at Fort Saskat- 
chewan on Friday evening and at Lacombe 
on Saturday evening.

THROWING AWAY CONFIDENCE. 
Perhaps envious at the amount of pub- 
licity Mr. John Herron has been receiving 
of late, Mr Haultain has made up his mind 
to show that he also can do some peculiar 
political stunts when occasion—or men be- 
hind the scenes—require it.

At a Conservative meeting in Edmonton 
recently, a speaker is reported to have said 
that he trusted Mr. Bourassa would be able 
to win enough seats in Quebec to put Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier out of office and Mr. Bor- 
den in. The truth of the report has not been 
questioned. Neither was it reported that 
the statements brought any word of re- 
proof from any of those gentlemen who are 
so urgently pressing the British-born voter 
to preserve the Empire by voting for Mr. 
Borden's CandtJute. Certainly it brought 
none from the paper which undertakes to 
present the views and aims of that party 
locally and which has been pleading with 
“Britons” to associate themselves with the 
allies of Mr. Bourassa, Under normal con- 
ditions this is hardly what would be looked 
for, because our Conservative friends have 
always professed to be particularly touchy 
upon any question in any way related to 
their loyalty. It was to be expected there- 
fore, that when a gentleman openely dared 
to link up the fortunes of that party with 
the fire-brands of Quebec, that there would 
be wigs on the green.. But there are none. 
The statement was accepted apparently as 
a proper definition of the present situation, 
and a correct forecast of the only hope or 
possibility Mr. Borden has of winning. It is 
an admission that what is commonly point- 
ed out by the Liberals is correct; that aside 
from Mr. Bourassa, Mr. Borden has no 
chance of winning, and that the most he 
hopes for—if he really hopes for that much 
—is that Mr .Bourassa will elect enough 
Nationalists in Quebec to put Mr Borden in 
office—with Mr. Bourassa in power. That 
situation—with what it implies—Mr. Bor- 
den has evidently made up his mind to ac- 
cept, and in fighting for that end he has the 
backing of those who are trying to round- 
up “the English vote” for his candidate. 

It must be a matter of some interest to 
“the Briton” therefore to know what are 
the aims of this man for whose political 
ascendency he is asked to vote. How and 
for what would Mr. Bourassa likely use the 
power to make and unmake Governments? 
What price would he demand as the condi- 
tion of allowing Mr. Borden to attain or to 
hold office?

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T. P. O'Connor Discussed: 


and violence in the 
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Labor Interest and Viol- 
ence in Britain 


(By T BP. O'Conner, 

London, Sept. 3—What is the mean- 
ing of this strange outburst of unrest 
labor world of 
England which has shocked and 
alarmed the worl! during the last 
tortntght?) Even men in the tsbor 
world have been taken to a certain 
extent by surprise aid the whole 
vusiness has burst wi. the sudden- 
ness as well as the violence of ‘a vol- 
(oie, 

As in most human affairs, the 
ca.s.s, are complex. The first of the 
causes is the enormour growth jn the 
wealth of England during the last 
tew years, They have, as everybody 
knows, being years of boundless pros- 
perity, Liberals and Free Traders 
point to those years as unmistakable 
demonstrations: of the wisdom = and 
skill of the fiscal system which en- 
ables England to tuy in the cheapest 
and sell in the dearest market. But 
while these years have been used to 
prove the blessings of Free Trade by 
the middle-classes iAberals, they have 
not solved it is pointed out by some 
of the labor leaders, eome of the social 
diflieulties, and especially the diffi- 
culty of the unequal distribution of 
the reward between capital and labor. 

Workingman's Position, 

Even when wages have been in- 
creased, the position of the working- 
man has remained = stationary, for, 
with the growth of the wages, there 
has been at the same time a «rowth 
ot the cost of production, And the 
growth in the cost of living has been 
greater than in wages During the last 
fifteen years, wages in England have 
risen just about twelve per cent, and 
while wages have remained stationary 
the cost of living has gone up 18 per 
cent. since 1900, the cost of food has 
advanced 10 per cent. Thus, the Eng- 
lish workingman has found himself 
face to face with this tragic paradox 
that while the country seemed to be 
advancing by leaps and bounds, he 
has remained in the some _ position 
and in some cas:s, perhaps even 
worse position. 

Violent Outhburst Fohhow. 

The younger generation has refus- 
ed to be held back, and thus it is that 
we have had such violent outbursts 
in so many diticrent parts of the 
country, 

‘hme cod puceat submission te pev- 
erty, to low waxes, to long hours, no 
longer exists. The new generation wv. 
English workingmen is more _ stifl- 
necked than the oid.. 

Finally, an accidental factor at the 
present moment, is the excessive heat 
of the weather. Anybody who hag any 
work to do can syimpathize with the 
conditions of those who are engaged 
in dangerous and especially irksome 
trades to their condition of life, Who 
can think in the middle of such wea- 
ther of the etkoer beiore the furnace 
in the big ship or in-the big locome- 
tive on land, or in the gas works or 
in the iron works, without a feeling of 
commiseration, who can wonder at 
the greater tension of nerves and of 
temper which work in these awful 
conditions as so well calculated to 
produce,
